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Bulky Items 
Now Part Of 


Refuse Service 


A change in the town’s rub- 
bish pickup program will now 
permit the disposal of large, 
bulky items by residents with 
their weekly refuse pickup ser- 
vice. 

Effective July 1, the South 
Shore Disposal Co., contractors 
for the town’s pickup program, 
began picking up the large 
items on a regular weekly 
basis. 

According to John Lewis, who 
oversees the town’s solid waste 
pickup program, the terms of 
the new contract allow for 
residents to place one large 
item weekly with their regular 
complement of six plastic bags 
of refuse. 


Formerly, the pickup of large 
items such as old TV’s, stoves, 
etc., was done once a month by 
apointment. 

Now these items will be pick- 
ed up according to the regular 
weekly pickup schedule with 
the limit of one large item per 
week, per residence. 

Also, under terms of the new 
contract, the town will be able 
to have a general fall and spring 
cleaning week. 

One week will be designated 
in the fall and the spring at 
which time residents may put . 
anything (within reason) at 
curbside for pickup. Details of 
this service and the dates are 
still being worked out between

The new services are due to 
the town’s rubbish pickup 
program which is done by use of 
the plastic bags. 

The plastic bags provided by 
the town for purchase by 
residents are still required. 
They are of special durability 
and have been tested to provide 
maximum strength, allowing 
the workers to make quick 
pickups at curbside. 

The method has resulted in 
faster pickup, less work for 
residents (barrels don’t have to 
be brought out and returned), 
and ultimately, lower cost for

Red Sox Cop League Crown

The Red Sox won the Andover 

American Little League cham- 
pionship last week, nipping the 
Tigers two games to one in their 
best-of-3 showdown for the 1976 
pennant. 
- The Sox had captured the first- 
half title with a 7-3 record, but 
the Tigers grabbed the second- 
half crown by posting a 9-2 mark 
to force the special post-season 
playoff series. 

The Red Sox took the series 
opener 3-2 in seven innings, but 
the Bengals came back to knot 
the playoffs with a 2-1 victory in 
the second contest. 

The Red Sox then earned the 
flag by virtue of a convincing 19-4 
romp in the deciding tilt. 

Enroute to their third straight 
AL crown, and the eighth for 
Manager Frank Monette, the Sox 
posted a 15-8 overall record. 

Keying the fine showing was 
the best defense in the league, as 
the champs permitted only 92 
runs in 23 games (4.0 average). 

The high-scoring Tigers, who 
had averaged 8.5 runs per contest 
with 173 markers for the season, 
managed just eight runs in three 
playoff games against Sox’ 
hurlers Tom Wilkins, Andy 
Emmert, Jay Madden and Jeff 
Demers. 

The Sox thus earned the right 
to face the National League 
champion Giants in the annual 
best-of-3 Town championship 
series. 

At TOWNSMAN presstime the 
rivals were embroiled in a torrid 
battle, with the games even at 1-1 
and the final contest listed for 
last night. 

The Red Sox won the first tilt, 
5-4, while the Giants stormed 
back for a 16-6 victory in game 
two.

Tom Wilkins registered the 
pitching win, scattering six hits, 
striking out seven and walking 
three in six innings of work. Jay 
Madden notched the save by 
blanking the Bengals in the 
seventh, as Wilkins jumped his 
seasonal record to 5-1. 

Tigers’ hurler Scott Tobey sur- 
rendered only four hits, fanning 
seven and issuing six walks. 

Ted Kelley powered the Sox’ 
attack with a double, single and 
three stolen bases.

the town. 

Bids for the new contract 
were lower this year than an- 
ticipated when the renewal 
came up several months ago. In 
addition, the contractor and the 
town have been able to work out 
the additional services for the 
community. 

The town’s program for rub- 
bish pickup is being examined 
by other communities in the 
state and is already being used 
as a model by some. 

The town recycling program 
is also moving along well under 
the new system, which permits 
placement of the recycled 
items at the same time as the 
regula rubbish collection and 
pickup by packer type truck, 
rather than open van. 

Recycling schedule cards for 
the new fiscal year are now 
available at locations where the 
plastic bags are sold or at town 
hall. They also will be included 
in the tax bills when mailed out 
within the next month or so. 

The plastic bags, priced at 


$1.79 for 20, are availabte at the 
following locations: Demoulas, 
Purity Supreme, Barcelos, 
Seanlon’s, Cole Hardware, An- 
dover Spa, Rickey’s Variety 
and Barron’s in West Andover.

Unnecessary Concerns 


A couple of matters before the selectmen this week 
are vexing, one dealing with the installation of septic 
systems, the other relating to the installation of a state 
police radio tower on Holt Hill. 

The board has asked the town manager to prepare a 
resolution tightening septic tank installation and the 
documentation of such work, to be placed before the 
board at its next meeting. 

Such a resolution, in our view, is unnecessary, since 
the town has probably the strictest regulations for sub- 
surface sanitary system installation in the state. 

A possible lack of proper inspection, or some leeway 
in permitting deviation from filed plans could be a 
problem which should be eliminated immediately. 

Armed with the strict regulations, inspectors should 
adhere to the provisions and see to it that installations 
are proper. 

Also, as for filing of plans, any permitted movement 
of pipe, within the confines of laws allowing such, 
should be filed and maintained. 

Judging from the considerable discussion by the 
selectmen Monday night, there appeared to be un- 
warranted alarm over septic system installation. 

The matter was brought about by a complaint from a 
resident whose property was developed over four years 
ago. Prime concern was that the plans had not been 
retained by the health department. 

There is probably little recourse to an improper in- 
stallation four years old at this point. 

But henceforth, records will be retained, with any 
alteration of plans duly noted. 

Requiring the town manager to come up with a 
resolution tightening up reporting requirements seems 
unnecessary. 

Basic problem is in the enforcement of the already 
strict regulations which, from court records, is ob- 
taining the desired results by lifting installer permits 
and other such actions. 

The septic system installation problem has been with 
us in Andover for some time. Within the past year great

strides have been made in protecting both the 
homeowner and the town through both inspection ser- 
vices and adherence to newly adopted regulations. 

There will be enforcement problems from time to 
time, but nothing to be overly alarmed about, as long as 
current practice continues. 

As for the radio tower business, we find ourselves at 
odds with the conservationists again. 

Selectman Alan F. French, an ardent conservationist, 
expressed concern that both the new state police radio 
tower and the town’s new water tower, on Holt Hill, 
may disturb a prime recreation area. 

To be sure Holt Hill, the highest point in Essex Coun- 
ty, encompasses all that is good about the environment, 
open space and recreation. 

But, we feel confident that the state police and the 
engineers in charge of providing the town’s new water 
tower have also taken that into consideration. 

There is some possible objection to the appearacne of 
the building that goes along with the new radio tower 
construction - - whether or not it can be seen by the 
public who might be using the area. 

We’re not sure that such a building would be unsightly 
or mar the view. 

French hoped that some compromise might be reach- 
ed and negotiation conducted in order to keep the 
Trustees of Reservations, owners of the property, and. 
the prospective constructors of the two towers 
agreeable. ~- 

Hopefully such negotiation would not be time- 
consuming, since work on the water tower is due to 
commence the first of August and radio tower installa- 
tion timed to be approximate to that construction 
schedule. 

We are convinced that neither the town nor the state 
police have any intent to disrupt conservation, en- 
vironmental or recreational concerns. 

Further, the trustees and conservationists should not 
be alarmed at this late date, since plans have been in 
the works for some time on both projects.

WASHINGTON — The public 
can look forward to skyrocket- 
ing utility bills next winter. The 
Federal Power Commission 
(FPC) has secretly decided to 
allow the gas companies to tri- 
ple the price of their product. 

The commission fixes the 
rates that consumers pay for 
natural gas. The price at the 
wellhead is now about 58 cents 
per thousand cubic feet. The 
FPC intends to raise this to 
about $1.50 per thousand cubic 
feet. Translated, this means the 
nation’s utility bill will shoot up 
an estimated $23 billion next 
year. 

Last winter, Congress re- 
jected the gas industry's drive to 
deregulate prices. So the gas 
company executives went 
behind Capitol Hill and ap- 
pealed directly to the Federal 
Power Commission. 

The commissioners hadn't 
planned to announce the price 
rise until Congress closes down 
for the political conventions. But 
this is a $23 billion cat that 
should be let out of the bag. 

Key congressmen, mean- 
while, are furious with the gas 
industry for going behind their 
backs to the FPC. At least two 
powerful congressmen, John 
Moss of California and John 
Dingell of Michigan, will try to 
stop the increase. 

Spokesmen for the gas com- 
panies said higher prices are 
necessary to finance the 
development of more gas. They 
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In conjunction with St.

also contended that natural gas 
should be priced competitively 
with other fuels such as oil and 
coal. 

About two years ago, these 
same companies were producing 
plenty of natural gas for about 20 
cents per thousand cubic feet. 
Now they're getting triple that 
price, or about 58 cents. Yet they 
claim they need to triple it again 
to more than $1.50. 

And the Federal Power Com- 
mission, which is supposed to 
protect the public, is going along 
with them.

Native Produce Peaking 


The abundance of green and 
golden squashes coming to 
market is a sure sign that the 
peak season for fresh native 
produce is here, says the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture. 

And with much ado about 
history this Bicentennial 
summer, it’s interesting to note 
that various types of squash were 
one of three major crops that 
sustained our first settlers. 

Corn and beans were the other 
two agricultural basics, and the 
colonists learned from the In- 
dians to plant the vines of squash 
and beans between the growing 
stalks of corn. 

In fact, the word ‘‘squash’’ 
comes from a Massachusetts In- 
dian word ‘‘askutasquash’’, as 
spelled by the English Colonist 
Roger Willilams, and meant 
‘eaten raw or uncooked”’. 

Squash belongs to the gourd (or 
Cucurbitaceae) family, which 
also includes pumpkins, 
watermelon, cucumbers and 
muskmelon. All produce a fruit 
called a ‘‘pepo’’, the fleshy 
many-seeded berry usually 
covered with a hard rind. 

Summer squashes are used 
when immature, however, and 
they are completely edible as 
both the rind and seeds are very 
soft. 

There are four types of 
summer squash: the bright 
yellow crooknecks, the lighter 
yellow straightnecks, the 
vegetable marrow types such as 
the popular green zucchini and 
the striped cocozelle. 

The scallop types are flat and 
pie shaped with a scalloped edge 
and can be white, yellow or 
striped; the ‘‘patty pan” is the 
most predominant variety grown 
in Massachusetts. 

When purchasing, look for 
summer squash with glossy skins 
that are tender, yet firm. Squash 
with a dull appearance and hard, 
tough surface may have enlarged 
seeds and dry, stringy flesh. 

One cup of cooked summer 
squash provides almost ‘2 the 
recommended daily allowance of 
vitamin C, and there are many 
ways to enjoy it. 

Summer squash may be sliced, 
and boiled in lightly salted water 
about 8 minutes. ‘‘Panning”’ is an 
even tasier method - - simply

heat a few tablespoons of oil or 
butter, add about 3 cups of sliced 
squash, seasonings and some 
sliced onion if you like; cover and 
cook till tender crisp, about 10 
minutes. 

Summer squashes are ex- 
cellent cooked with tomatoes, 
eggplant and pepers, as in a 
‘ratatouille’, and also in chilled 
soups. Zucchini is popular baked 
and stuffed with a meat filling, 
and is becoming a favorite, sliced 
raw in salads or even for dunking 
in sour cream dips!

Housing A Prime 
Policy Concern 


The high cost of housing in 
Andover was a major concern 
expressed at a hearing by the 
Local Growth Policy Study 
committee held this past week. 


The committee is charged 
with developing a statement on 
local growth planning in accor- 
dance with the state office of 
planning and the Merrimack 
Valley Regional Planning Com- 
mission. 


Dr. Lawrence Spiegel, chair- 
man of the committee, was in 
charge of the first public hear- 
ing held last Wednesday at the 
library. Additional hearings 
will be scheduled before 
development of the final report. 

With close to 100 residents in 
attendance at the hearing, the 
concerns seemed to be centered 
on housing in Andover, for the 
elderly and the young. 

New homes in Andover have 
an average cost in the vicinity 
of $45,000, which is a difficult 
cost to those in the young fami- 
ly status or the elderly and
